Clark Swenson, 
director of healt 
promotion at the 
Utah County 
Health Depart- 
ment, said he 
would like to see 
the LDS Church deal with AIDS and 
homosexuality square on and stop 
skirting the issues. 

When one of Swenson’s clients needs 
meals brought in or when basic ser- 
vices need to be rendered, he is more 
likely to call one of the local Christian 
churches than the patient’s bishop. He 
said there have been cases where the 
patient’s ward has really helped, but 
that is not usually the case. 

He said moral issues should be out 
the door when it comes to caring for 
people with AIDS. They are very sick, 
they are dying and need support and 
compassion.

Don’t let judgmental atti- 
tudes get in the way of compassion,” 
Swenson said.

Leslie said she received no support 
from the members of her ward. No 
meals were brought in, no offers of 
meals were even made. She had no vis- 
iting teachers and doesn’t even know 
the name of her Relief Society presi- 
dent. She doesn’t feel the problem is 
with the LDS Church, but with this 
individual ward. Some of her friends 
acted similarly. Some are wonderful, 
but others wouldn’t even walk through 
the front door, she said. 

“AIDS is AIDS, it doesn’t matter how 
you get it. You still have to deal with 
the same issues and the same prob- 
lems,” Leslie said. 

She and Bruce prayed most for some 
quality time with Steven. She feels her 
prayers were answered. “We had the 
time, we did the things we wanted to

do and said the things we wish we 
would have said. There’s less bitter- 
ness, but it is still hard.” 

“The world needs to understand 
AIDS is becoming more of a heterosex- 
ual disease. It is not a gay plague any- 
more. The growth is three times faster 
in heterosexuals now than in homosex- 
uals,” she said. Her daughter, who is 
in high school, was more educated 
about AIDS than she was, even though 
she is a nurse. Kids are better educat- 
ed than adults, she said. 

Leslie said as difficult as it was to go 
public, it is very important. “If we’re 
not talking about it, it is going to 
spread even faster.” 

Bruce said, “The Church talks about 
the gay community and prostitutes. 
The Christian world, when AIDS was 
first discovered, had the attitude they 
had it coming. This is a disease that 
kills people, nobody had it coming. 

“AIDS is hitting anyone and every- 
one. Whether it is fair or not, this dis- 
ease will kill them. It is ridiculous, a 
lot of people still have the idea these 
people are being condemned for their 
actions. People have to realize this is a 
disease, a disease no one should be 
condemned with,” he said. 

Randy Waite, coordinator of the 
Legacy Foundation, an organization 
that offers support to homosexuals in 
Utah County, said the foundation 
focuses more on prevention than sup- 
port. 

Waite said there are people with 
AIDS in Utah County who need help. 
Many are diagnosed elsewhere and 
return to Utah to be close to family, so 
they don’t really know anyone. 

He said they need people who are 
willing to go to the movies with them, 
to talk with them and to read with 
them. He said people are needed to do 
their washing, to take meals in, to do 
basic things people can’t do for them- 
selves when they’re in bed for three to 
four weeks. 

“The most difficult thing is not know- 
ing. One day they are well and the 
next they're back in the hospital, bat- 
tling for their life,” said Karen, a BYU 
student whose brother died of AIDS 
last year. 

She learned some valuable lessons

Y graduate 
tells story 
of life with 
HIV virus 


The former hospital nurse 
is now a hospital patient 
because of her infection.

Barb Barnhart has been in a Salt 
Lake City area hospital 27 times in 
the last two years, so the staff knows 
her well. She even has her own room. 

Whoever is in “Barb’s Room” is usu- 
ally transferred when she checks in; 
she almost always gets the room to 
herself. Her hot air balloon poster 
stays on the wall even when she’s not 
there. 

She knows she probably has more 
fingers on one hand than she has 
years to live. “Once you have AIDS, 
they say you have an average of two to 
three years until you die,” she said. 

A registered nurse and 1986 BYU 
graduate, Barnhart spoke on campus 
Oct. 22 to a meeting of VOICE, the 
BYU Committee to Promote the 
Status of Women. 

Barnhart found out she was infected 
with HIV (the virus that leads to 
AIDS) two-and-a-half years ago from a 
test at the hospital where she worked. 

She didn’t want to believe the result. 

But after being tested four more 
times, Barnhart admitted to herself 


_ that she was HIV-positive. Her T-cell 


count — a measurement of certain 
blood cells that fight infections — had ° 
already dropped to 54. A healthy per- 
son’s count is 1,200. 

Barnhart immediately contacted the 
four men with whom she had had sex- 
ual relations. All tested negative for 
HIV. 

She and her doctors concluded she 
must have been infected in 1980 when, 
at the age of 16, she was molested by a 
male member of her family. He now 
has AIDS, too. 

His wife refuses to be tested and is 
still married to him. “I don’t talk to 
them much. ... It pushes too many but- 
tons to have to deal with them,” 
Barnhart said. 

Barnhart had to quit working within 
‘weeks. She became seriously ill after 
catching something from one of her 
patients. 

With the loss of her job came the loss 
of her sense of identity. “I really 
missed being a nurse,” she said. 

Barnhart also lost her income and, 
consequently, her house. She now lives 
with a friend. 

Welfare didn’t provide enough to pay 
rent, she said. “I really consider myself 
lucky because I’m not married, and I 
don’t have kids.” 

Barnhart’s T-cell count is now down 
to zero. She often has seizures around 
3 a.m., running a temperature of 106 
or 107 degrees. 

She has had meningitis, a gall blad- 
der infection and liver failure. She has 
also had a vaginal yeast infection for 
six years. 

She can’t eat much sugar because it 
causes her esophagus — also infected 
with yeast — to swell. She can’t eat fat 
because she has pancreatitis. 

She experiences severe fatigue, pro- 
fuse night sweating and swollen 
lymph nodes. 

Still, having AIDS isn’t all negative, 
she said. “I think it’s made me really 
appreciate life.” She then asked the 
audience at the VOICE meeting if they 
had noticed the beautiful sunset that 
evening. 

“T used to think I was really in touch 
with my spiritual side, with who I 
really was,” she said. “It’s nothing 
compared to what I believe now.” 

Barnhart is as active in The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints as 
her health permits. 

One thing that tries her patience, she 
said, is people asking her if she is 
homosexual or a drug user. Often, 
when they find out she is neither, they 
tell her she is “an innocent victim.” 

“T don’t look at anyone as a guilty vic- 
tim,” she said. 

A volunteer at the Utah AIDS 
Foundation, Barnhart is a popular 
speaker at area schools and hospitals. 
She calls herself “Utah’s AIDS poster 
child.” 

Barnhart is open about her situation; 
she has friends who understand. But 
current BYU students may not be so 
lucky.

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Researchers stop AIDS in lab tests 


DURHAM, N.C. — Duke University Medical Center researchers say 
they have created a protein fragment that stops the AIDS virus from 
infecting human cells in laboratory tests. 

The finding could open the door to a new class of drugs against HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS. But researchers warn there is no guarantee 
and said a new drug wouldn’t be developed quickly. 

“There is some interest in developing this idea into an anti-viral drug,” 
said Dr. Dani Bolognesi, director of Duke’s Center for AIDS Research 
and one of the scientists involved in the research. “We’re making plans 
for that right now.” 

A report on the advance will be published this week in the Proceedings 
of the National Academy of Sciences. 

John Moore, a research scientist at the Aaron Diamond AIDS Research 
Center in New York City, said the advance is “an extremely good piece of 
science.” 

However, he noted that what works in the laboratory may not work in 
people. 

Although there are several drugs for the treatment of AIDS, none cures 
the disease. 


Polls: Pari-mutuel initiative may fail 


SALT LAKE CITY — The pari-mutuel initiative on Utah’s ballot is 
turning out to be anything but a horse race. Two new polls published 
Sunday show the initiative to be fading in the stretch. 

A Salt Lake Tribune poll gave those opposing Initiative A a 19 percent 
lead over those who favor it. A Deseret News poll indicated a 21 percent 
lead for opponents of the measure that would allow each county to decide 
whether it would allow betting on horse races. That is a vast difference 
from polls in June, when it was essentially a dead heat. 

The Tribune noted that its poll results might be skewed because an 
unusually large number of those surveyed identified themselves as 
active members of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
Some 80 percent of active members of the Church oppose pari-mutuel 
wagering. 


Officials to investigate jet crash 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE — Air Force officials from around the country 
were to arrive here Sunday to begin learning why an F-16 fighter jet 
crashed along Interstate-84 on Friday afternoon. 

Base spokeswoman Sylvia LeMons-Liddle said that on Saturday, mili- 
tary workers began preparing the crash site for investigators. That 
included tagging jet parts, she said. 

Meanwhile, Capt. Gary Deschane, the fighter pilot who ejected just 
before the crash, was released Saturday from the base hospital. He was 
treated for minor injuries. LeMons-Liddle said the investigative board 
will sort through evidence that may or may not show Deschane was a 
hero for steering his jet away from residential areas. That rumor has 
been circulating in neighborhoods near the crash site. 

Deschane was on a routine training mission and was approaching the 
base when the accident occurred. He ejected safely and his parachute 
was caught in a tree temporarily. 


U.N. arranges cease-fire in Angola 


LUANDA, Angola — The United Nations announced Sunday night it 
has arranged for a cease-fire in Angola, where battles between govern- 
ment and rebel forces have threatened to renew civil war. 

The cease-fire will take effect just after midnight Tuesday. 

Details will be worked out by U.N. officials in the southern African 
nation, according to a statement issued by Joe Sills, a spokesman for 
U.N. Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali, in New York. 

The statement also said foreigners being held by the warring sides 
would be released. Sills was not immediately available to elaborate on 
how many foreigners were being held and by whom. 

Unconfirmed reports Sunday said at least 100 people died in battles 
that threatened to ruin the 1991 peace accords between UNITA — the 
National Union for the Total Independence of Angola — and the ruling 
MPLA party, the Popular Movement for the Liberation of Angola. 

The accords halted a 16-year civil war in what was once a Cold War 
battleground. On Sunday, government forces backed by armored person- 
nel carriers and armed civilians moved against UNITA strongholds in; 
the capital, pounding the rebels with mortar shells and machine-gun 
fire.

AIDS education 


Educators are trying 
to decide where the 


responsibility lies.

The most talked-about disease in 
the world today is undoubtedly 
AIDS. However, just 12 years ago, 
this killer was unheard of in the 
United States. 

When the AIDS virus was first 
discovered, there was very little 
information on the disease. In time, 
doctors have learned a lot more 
about the disease and have tried to 
educate the public about this dead- 
ly virus. 

American schools are now taking 
a part in educating their students 
about AIDS. However, there is still 
a lot of controversy about AIDS 
education. One topic of discussion 
is where the actual responsibility 
for AIDS education lies. Some feel 
parents have this responsibility, 
while others hold the schools 
accountable. 

Andrea McCann, a BYU health 
instructor, said, “Every teacher is a 
health teacher and has responsibil- 
ity for educating their students 
about AIDS.”

Many parents disagree, feeling 
that they don’t want their children 
to learn these types of things in 
schools. However, many parents do 
not teach their children about 
things like AIDS and the school 
must pick up the slack, McCann 
said.

Once a school decides to integrate ~ 


AIDS education into its curricu- 
lum, it must decide what to teach. 
This can be a touchy subject 
because it often deals with moral 
issues. Some AIDS education advo- 
cates encourage open acceptance of 
homosexual lifestyles as a way of 
better understanding AIDS. Others 
preach safe sex methods including 
birth control and the use of con- 
doms, while still others urge absti- 
nence. 

Educators stress that AIDS edu- 
cation is important for high school, 
junior high and elementary school 
students. Since the AIDS virus can 
remain dormant in a person for 
years, it is believed that many of 
the people infected with AIDS 
today contracted it when they were 
teenagers or college students. 

“Once they reach high school it’s 
really too late to begin teaching 
students about AIDS and other 
sexually transmitted diseases,” 
McCann said.

from her experiences with AIDS. 
“Tve learned to love first and judge 
not, not at all. The most important 
thing we can do for each other is to 
love one another. It’s so simple, but 
so difficult to learn and put into 
practice,” she said. 

Robert Austin, assistant director 
of the Utah AIDS Foundation, said 
the mission of the foundation is to 
provide education, prevention and 
direct services to those affected by 
AIDS. 

This includes visiting schools, 
places of employment and nursing 
homes, holding support groups for 
both people with AIDS and their 
families, one-on-one counseling and 
a home meal delivery program for 
those confined to their homes. 

The foundation could not operate 
without the private donations they 
receive and those who volunteer 
their time. 

He said AIDS is helping people to 
learn the measure of compassion 
human beings are able to achieve. 
“We need that, we need it in Utah,” 
Austin said. 

Betty and Pete’s son, David, was 
diagnosed with AIDS in 1987. In 
June 1989 David moved home with 
his parents so they could take care 
of him. He died in January of 1990.

“The most important thing is to 
always assure them you love them. 
What they have done is water 
under the bridge,” Pete said. 

Betty said they received complete 
family support. She said cousins 
David hadn’t seen in years sent 
cards and were a great support. 

Sometimes she would start think- 
ing “I can’t handle this,”. but she 
would keep going because she 
didn’t know how much longer she 
would have him with her. AIDS 
sufferers need hugs and assurance 
that you care. They know what 
they have. If you don’t hug them, it 
reminds them of lepers, how people 
wouldn’t go near anyone with lep- 
rosy, she said. 

Betty said the gospel gave her a 
lot of strength. “I still cannot 
believe he is gone. You love them 
because they are yours.” It is a 
Christ-like love, an unconditional 
love, she said. 

Betty said because the standards

drug use, the First Presidency

AIDS 


still controversial 


AIDS first documented 
in 1960 but became more 
known in 1970s, 1980s.

Although there are no concrete 
explanations as to the origin of 
AIDS, experts theorize that the 
deadly virus originated from the 
continent of Africa and was trans- 
mitted to humans from the blood of 
monkeys, said Bryon Murray, a 
BYU professor of microbiology who 
works with AIDS research at BYU. 

Some species of monkeys have 
been found to be infected with a 
virus called the simian virus. 
Murray said the virus is similar to 
HIV that causes AIDS in humans. 
Because of this factor, scientists 
believe the virus somehow crossed 
over into the human population. 

Murray said human contamina- 
tion was likely to occur when the 
blood of infected monkeys was 
introduced into the human blood 
stream. This did not have to occur 
through sexual transmission. 

It is possible that humans in 
Africa hunted and ate the contami- 
nated monkeys and were infected 
that way or the blood of such mon- 
keys was used in ceremonial ritu- 
als where there was an exchange of 
blood, Murray said. 

The virus could have entered the 
blood stream through open wounds; 


= a monkey could have bitten a: 


human, or it could have entered 
through some other accidental 
form, he said. 

The bottom line is that scientists 
just don’t know for sure, said 
Rebecca Fronberg, a health educa- 
tor from the Bureau of HIV-AIDS 
at the Utah Department of Health. 

Fronberg said there was a recent 
article in “Rolling Stone” magazine 
that proposed AIDS was transmit- 
ted to millions in Africa through 
polio vaccinations in the 1950s. 
The article said the polio vaccine 
was cultivated in wild monkeys 
contaminated with the simian 
virus. 

The theory was rebutted by sever- 
al experts the day after the story 
ran. 

There are a lot of explanations 
out there, but they’re all just theo- 
ries. 

Murray said some of the more 
radical theories even speculate that 
the virus was created and intro- 
duced to the human population in a 
secret plot by the KGB or the CIA. 

It’s difficult to know exactly how 
AIDS developed because the people 
who first contracted AIDS are 
dead, Murray said. 

The first documented case of 
AIDS was recorded in Manchester, 
England on Oct. 29, 1960. There, a 
sailor was brought into an area 
hospital. As the doctor attempted 
to treat and diagnose the man, he 
became frustrated, Murray said.

When the man died, his doctor 

ublished a plea to the medical 
world asking for information on the 
strange sickness. It wasn’t until 
later in the 1980s that tissue sam- 
ples saved from the man were test- 
ed and his cause of death was 
ery aaa to be AIDS, Fronberg 
sai 

In the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
as the virus began to show its 
affects, American doctors made 
observations that a high number of 
young homosexual men began to be 
infected with a certain type of can- 
cer extremely rare to their age 
group, Murray said. 

They also realized the immune 
system of this group was depleted 
and, what they had previously been 
calling “Gay Bowel Syndrome,” was 
becoming epidemic.

minutes might mean; it learned 
Saturday that such an effort means 
more than enough to destroy Penn 
State, which fell to 23rd in the AP 
football poll Sunday. 

“We always played a quarter or a 
half,” said Cougar center Garry 
Pay. “But today we finally put a 
full game together.” 

BYU head coach LaVell Edwards 
even smiled several times 
Saturday, happy his team had been 
able to run and defend the run 
against a national power. “This is 
one of the fine victories we’ve had 
here,” he said. “We’re still a rela- 
tively young football team. Most of 
these guys will be back next year. 
This win will help us the rest of 
this season and next.” 

The Cougar running game had 
been the big story early in the sea- 
son, at times covering a multitude 
of sins by the rest of the team. But 
after BYU managed a total of just 
83 yards rushing against Wyoming 
and Notre Dame the last two 
weeks, the Cougs powered their 
way to 241 Saturday. 

“Coach (Norm) Chow said we’re 
going to play hard-nosed (read run- 
ning) football and do so the rest of 
the year,” said running back Kalin 
Hall, who led the Cougars with 117 
yards on 22 carries. 

The BYU defense shut down Penn 


State from the start, but perhaps § 


clinched the game as the first half 
ended, keeping the Lions from scor- 
ing after a Ryan Hancock pass was 
intercepted. The 27-3 halftime lead 
bulged to 30-3 before Penn State 
scored two meaningless touch- 
downs classified as “gimmes” by 
BYU defensive tackle Lenny 
Gomes. 

Hancock almost disappeared in 
the second half as the Cougars salt- 
ed the victory away on the ground. 
He completed 10 of 14 passes for 
208 yards in the first half, then 
just 3 of 5 for 12 yards in the sec- 
ond. 

But Hancock’s performance 
earned a pass efficiency rating of 
252.7, outrageous for any quarter- 
back — BYU’s season record is 
176.9, set by Jim McMahon — but 
especially so for one nursing an ail- 
ing throwing shoulder: Hancock 
threw just one day last week. 

“T was getting a little tired and 
my shoulder needed a rest,” he 
said. “After throwing 56 times 
against Notre Dame, I wasn’t 100 
percent going into (the Penn State 
game).

“Hach of us makes daily entries in 
our book of life. My counsel to you 
tonight is to fill up your memory 
bank and your book of life with as 
many “I’m glad I did’ activities as 
you can possibly crowd into one 
lifetime,” he said. 

Elder Perry said memorabilia 
from the books of life should 


include baptismal certificates, cur- 
rent temple recommends, marriage 
licenses from the temple and 
tithing receipts. 

“If we could select just one princi- 
ple which would especially con- 
tribute to the “I’m glad I did’ mem- 
ories ... it would be the principle of 
obedience,” he said. 

Elder Perry said that obedience to 

the Lord is vital to good memories. 
Quoting Doctrine and Covenants 
130: 20-21 he said no more power- 
ful lesson has been communicated 
by the Lord than the message that 
blessings result from obedience to 
God’s laws. 
“The Book of Mormon is full of 
accounts of the blessings that come 
from obedience to the laws of the 
Lord and the destruction which is 
associated with disobedience.” 

He cited Alma the Younger from 
the Book of Mormon as an example 
of one who “wished he had.” 

“The Lord gave (Alma the 
Younger) another chance to be able 
to say, I’m glad I did.” 

Quoting from the Encyclopedia of 
Mormonism, Elder Perry said,
